2 The cancellation of claim 46 is acknowledged. Pending claims are 1-45 and 47-87. 

3 Objection to claims 2 and 3 is withdrawn because of the applicant's amendment. 

4 The rejection of claims 46-47 under 35 U.S. C. 1 12, second paragraph, is withdrawn 
because of the applicant's amendment. 

5 The rejection of claim 45 under 35 U. S.C. 1 12, second paragraph is withdrawn because 
of the applicant's clarification. 

6 The rejections of the instant claims under 35 U. S.C. 103(a) are withdrawn because the 
applicant has submitted a Declaration with unexpected results commensurate in scope with 
claimed invention. 

7 Claims 1-45 and 47-87 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWNAVE 

8 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amended claims required that at least one oxidation dye could be 2,6-dimethoxy-3, 
5-diaminopyridine. Further, The obviousness rejections over De la Mettrie alone or De la Mettire 
in view of Moeller, Sorensen or Dias have been rendered moot because the comparative data 
submitted in the Declaration filed 12/1/2003 is sufficient to rebut any case of prima facie 
obviousness of the claimed combination of ingredients. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter, 
as a whole would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of hair dyeing 
formulations.
